Review of the Papers that Spend 

Meney Freely. 

New York correspondence of the Baltimore Sun. 

Mr. John Walter, who was in this country at the 
time the president was dying, at Long Branch, re- 
marked upon the great expenditure of money by 
the newspapers of tire United Staees in gathering 
news. Mr. Walter, as a liberal member of parlia- 
ment, is tolerably well known, but as the owner and 


editor of that great London journal, the Times, per- 
haps the greatest newspaper in the world in the 
range of its influence, and the most remarkable for 
the conservative methods upon which it is conduct- 
ed, his criticism is of nore than a passing interest. 
At the time of which he spoke there were about 
fifty newspapers represented et--Long Kranch by 
their special correspondents. As a mere trifle of ex- 
penses growing out of their presence there, and 
without regard to their sularies,they cost the pe pers 
they represented not far from’ %3v0 perday. The 
exigeney of the situation, yr rather of the location 
of the hotels and the cottage in which the suffering 
subject of news lay, Wax such as to ineur many 
special ex mg tor carriages and conveyances, An 
average of one hundred thousand wordsa day until 
the night of the president’s death, when nearly 
one-third of a milion words were sent, was main- 
tained as theamount of matter sent away by wire 
tothe newspapers,and the minimum cost being 
half a cent a werd and the maximum two, the 
av reached about seven-eighths of a cent. The 
calenlation is now easily made to reach the

upplying ty the sheet in which his letter is printed, 
but the reeords are in New York, and the 
telegraph reports tell the story. After the 
Baltimore Sun comes the Chicago Tri- 
bune, THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, the Cincinnati Gazette, the St Louis 
Globe Democrat, the St Louis Republican, the Bos- 
ton Globe, and the Philadelphia Press, in the order 
of naming. Afterthat the amount of special ser- 
vice of news by telegraph runs down to next to 
nothing, and the race seems to be for the favor of 
the pauper that can still take a little, but yet take 
less than its neighbor. In this list is not 
recorded the evening papers. Thereis the Boston 
evening edition of the Herald in the lead, and then 
the Evening Telegram, of New York which stands 
almosteven with the Evening News, of Chicago. 
These little interesting journalistic items are found- 
ed upon the history of the last three years, as shown 
by the tolls paid in to the Western Union company’s 
coffers. They are to be modified only so far as news

THE GARFIELD CABINET. 


Goasip Called Forth by the Publication of Blaine’s 
Letter. 

WASHINGTON, October 11.—Blaine’s friends say 
that his letter of acceptance was published without 
his consent. They praise it highly. Hisenemies say 
that he instigated its publication, and that it is part 
of his plan to keep himself before the country as the 
friend of Garfield until 184. The following is tele- 
graphed to a stalwart western journal to-night: 
“The publication of Mr Blaine’s letter of acceptance 
has been the subject of universal comment, and 
there isa great variety of opinion in regard to it, 
The silence of the editerial columns of the prets 
gencrally is considered a little singular,and the pub- 
lic men at the capital are about equally divided as 
to what its effect will be upon popular appreciation 
of the late administration. it is very generally 
conceded, howeyer, that it willadd oe in the 
public mind to the estimation of the administration 
andits redeeming features is the exhibition of 
kindly feeling existing between the a and 
the premier. Itis doubtful, in the opinion of most 
commmentators, whether Mr Blaine would 
have approved of its publication had he 
known it was contemplated. .The matter has given 
rise to gossip eboat the promotion of the 
cabinet of the late president that brings out some 
things not known tw the public before. It transpires 
that the letter of aceeplance of Attorney-General 
MacVeagh wusa document altogether unique, and 
not atall in the sume vein as that of the secretary of 
state. Mr Mac Veagh, it appears, wrote to the presi- 
dent-elect, sayiag that he could not accept a position 
in his cabinet unless he could give effect to the 
principles he represented in the republican 
purty. He continued that he did not sce how 
he counld do so associated with certain elements 
(Klaine) that he understood the cabinet 
would contain. However, the president would 
not consider him bound in any sense to remain n 
to accept for the four years of his term, he woul 
tuke the place, it being mutually agreed that on the 
first of the following November, he would be at lib- 
erty to retire if he desired, having decided he could 
not practically represent the principles of politics 
that he deemed vital. In other words he wauted to 
come if the president would take him at his own 
pleasure, and not huld him to the position longer 
than he thought proper to fllit. General Garfield

“Yos, my entire crop averaged that. Last year I 
made within two bales of a bale and a half to the 
acre. This year I will average nearly a bale and a 
haifto the acre. Hicre is a certificate from two re- 
sponsible gentlemen showing that on three acres of 
iand I have this year raised eight bales of cotton, 
and gathered in their presence 2,502 pounds 
of cotton per acre, and had already gath- 
ered 1,600 pounds per acre. making up to date 4,102 
pounds. This cotton was weighed with not even 
dew onit, and I have got 200 pounds of top cotten 
peracre,as they estimate, in addition to what I 
have gathered, and could make every acre that | 
have planted in cotton this year yield the same 
amount per acre as this patch of three acres. I was 
not able togiveit all the same cultivation, but 
shall increase my intensive farming over more acres 
every year."’ 

“Your cotton then must cost you much less than 
nine cents a pound, which it is estimated it costs to 
raive cotion in Georg’a?" 

“It cost me less than three cents a pound. Comp- 
trolier-General Goldsmith and some gentlemen took 
the figures for my crop of three years ago and esti- 
mated the cost. They figured it at 24 cents a 
pound, Lam sitisied that I have not mised an

“Well, the crop of last year was based on 
twenty-one acres. The labor used was three 
boys valued respectively at sev- 
enty-five dollars a year and board for one and 
forty dollars a year and board each for the other 
two, together with seventeen dollars worth of day 
labor—two of the boys being too young to do good 
plowing. The total cash cost of labor was$172. This 
includes the labor of my sons. The land was ma- 
nured with aton and a half of Etiwan dissolved 
bone composted with domestic manures and cotton 
seed, The cost of the dissolved bone was $90, of the 
cotton seed which were used at the rate of 30 
bushdls to the acre, $63; the compost nothing, mak- 
ing a total expense for manure of 
$153. Besides the labor in making the 
crop, I had to pay for’ picking half 
of it at the rate of seven dollars a bale, amounting 
to $98. The three boys did extra jobs about the 
house, did the milking, and it may be estimated 
that their board was worth, outside of this, $56 or 
$108 for the three. The total cost of the crop there- 
fore on the 21 acres was $531, Off of this land I 
gathered 14,404 pounds of cotton, or 28 bales of 515 
pounds each, making the cost of cultivation 27% 
cents per pound. I held this cotton until the 
spring, and sold it at ten cents a pound 
to B G Swanson, of La Grange, making $1,418 or 
$917 net profit, or about $15 per acre. Besides this 
the “hands that cultivated the cotton made 1% 
bushels of wheat of which I sold 100 bushels at 
$1.25, 300 bushels of corn and about 5,500 pounds of 
fodder, 500 bushels of oats. I hired some labor to 
harvest these crops.”’ 

“Has your example been followed among your 
neighbors?’’ 
“Yes, Quite largely. Experience is the only teach- 
that farmers listen to. As soon as I was 
sutivfied that we had all been making a mis- 
take, I tried a new rule of the small farm,wel) tilled, 
and raising my own provisions and making my 


er 


cotton crop a surplus one, and there were others 
who followed.”’ 

“What has been the result?’ 

“Just asitis with me. I know some cases where 
they have even beaten my figures, and I can giye 
you the names of numbers of men who raise 6,000 
bushels of corn besides and one thousand pounds of 
cotton per acre on from two to three horse 
farms and make bigger crops at better prices than 
they formerly made on the twelve and eighteen 
horse farms. Mr. W. J. Hicks, who formerly ran 
twenty-five horses, now runs two and makes thirty- 
five bales of cotton. . He makes a bale peracre. He 
raises all his corn and provisions, and is making 
money. Mr. Henry Brazell, who ran twenty-five 
horses. now runs six horses and makes 112 bales of 
eotton, and oyera bale an acre and plenty of pro- 
visions. Mr. W. W. Covin, who ran thirty-five 
horses, now runs eight, and averages 
a bale of cotten to the acre. These men, as well as 
inyself, used to make, on the same land, from a 
quarter to a third of a bale an acre, and lost money 
ata.

Barbed Wire Making. 
One of the most interesting exhibits in the main 
building is that made by the Washburn & Moen 
manufacturing company,of Worcester, Mass. This 


company is the largest establishment on the conti- | 


nent for the manutacture of iron and steel wire and 
barbed wire for fences. The exhibitconsists of two 
machines for the manufacture of barbed wire, 
and they are kept constantly at work 
forthe amusement ot sight-seers. They are com 
plicated littlc affairs, built with great strength en- 
tirely of iron, and when started need no attention 
of consequence, the wire passing in from three ceils 
and coming out of the machiues made into barbed 
twisted wire, already wrapped like a coil of rope, 
ready forshipment. The process is exceedingly in- 
teresting, and great crowds of people are always 
found wae hi: g the machines. The wire, as it en- 
ters the first machine, is the plain straight wire, and 
two pieces go in side by side.

Our readers remember the report of the 
shooting of Mrs. Stephenson in Gwinnett 
county about six weeks ago by her step- 
nephew, also named Stephenson, and the ex- 
citement that prevailed on account of it. It 
has been a remarkable case in some respects, 
and has served as the principal topic of inter- 
est since in all the section around where 
it oceurred, The most remark- 
able thing connected with it is that 
the woman has not died, though 
there has not been a duy when it was not said 
there wasno hepe of her recovery. It was 
thought that she must die in less than a week, 
but she has lingered six weeks. The same 
report is now made that she cannot get well, 
The testimony before the commiting court 
showed that the gun used was an old army 
musket. It was loaded with balls which the 
prisoner moulded himself. The gun mouids 
and one or two of the balls have been found. 
Since the shooting the superior court has 
been in session, and an application 
was made to Judge Erwin to fix 
bail for the prisoner's release. He said he 
would do so; and named $15,000 the 
amount, which was a virtual denial, as there 
was no hope of Stephenson giving it. The

judge did not intend that he shotid get out 


merely to run away and escape justice, as he 
certainly would do. The trial was not held 
because no one could tell the result of the 
wounds, and if she dies, as it is believed she 
must, it would not do to try him for a less of- 
fense than murder. In the wounds 
the woman received, and the _ =. fact 
that she has survived so long there 
is some Similarity to the case of the 
dead president. It has seemed impossible 
that she could live a week longer at any stage 
of her case, and yet she is stillalive. Instead 
of one wound = as the president 
received, she has three, all ot 
them in the back near the kidneys. One of 
the balls is lodged in her spine and it is dan- 
gerous to attempt to extract it for fearof her 
immediate death. Altogether the case is 
decidedly interesting, and wewlil keep our 
readers posted about it as it progresses.

He is not. however, such a very rewarkavle cnar- 
acter afterall. There heve been corners and cor- 
nermen in Liverpool before to-day, and there prob- 
ably will be to the end ofalltime. I wil not com- 
pare the present operations to those of the past, be- 
wause such a comparison might be derogatory and 
unfair. Strong men succeed and pass on, where 
weaker men have but filled the ditch with their 
bodies. We have strong men in the present gener- 
ation, and we don’t compare them with the frail 
and futile heroes of the past. Yet one can- 
not help sighing over the memories that such 
a subject as this recalls. Speculation has de- 
scended like a blight upon many a healthy marked 
and happy family. Liverpool is the capital of cot- 
ton speculation, and it has its history—a history 
that snould some day be written. How men rise, 
and hew they tumble! Who does not remember 
poor Maurice Williams and his splendors in the 
~glorious’’ epoch of the American war? He made, 
it was said, at least £100,000 out of a few bo.d turns 
of the wheel of fortune. We all remember the 
splendors of Allerton Priory, the gorgeous decora- 
tions, the lavish luxury of the yg Stage someon tend- 
ing, as might be expected, to the Inagnificence 
of semi-oriental state. Where ure all 
those vanished splendors, and where is their lord 
now’? Where are the two black pages that struck 
the unsophisticated guests from the cily with such 
awe ed mocked the revelry with sable grins” 
Where are the famous diamonds that glittered (till 
the reporter’s mouth watered) on the white hand of 
the lady who laid’ the foundation stone of that 
Wesleyan chapel? Ah, me, poor. fellow, he was 
asked one Sunday evening why, when he had made 
his hundred thousand pounds, he didn’t stick to 
them.
